Our  First  Support  Goes 
To  The  Honor  Board 

Several  years  ago,  1942  to  be  exact,  ninety 
percent  of  the  GSCW  student  body  voted  for  an 
honor  system  because  they  wanted  the  respon¬ 
sibility  for  regulating  their  college  life.  These  girls 
felt  that  since  rules  are  made  for  the  protection  of 
the  institution  and  the  individuals,  it  was  their  indi¬ 
vidual  duty  to  assume  the  responsibility  in  up¬ 
holding  such  rules,  thus  making  less  need  for  rules. 
Then  the  honor  board  was  set  up  to  direct  an  edu¬ 
cational  system  to  instill  the  academic  phase  of 
the  honor  system  at  GSCW.  At  the  success  of  their 
work,  the  Honor  Board  was  disbanded. 

Last  year  the  Honor  Board  was  reorganized  with 
the  intent  of  nstilling  the  dormitory  phase,  as  well 
as  the  academic  phase,  of  the  honor  system  in  the 
life  at  GSCW.  When  work  was  begun  on  this 
broadening  of  the  honor  system,  the  new.  board 
realized  that  the  disbanding  of  the  Honor  Board 
when  it  was  felt  that  success  had  been  achieved 
with  the  honor  system  in  academic  work,  was  a 
mistake  for  such  a  great  and  important  thing  as  a 
working  honor  system  needs  a  continuous  educa¬ 
tional  program,  directed  by  n  organiztd  group. 

The  new  honor  Board  has  set  up  a  program  to 
re-educate  us  in  academic  honor  and  to  educate 
us  for  high  personal  integrity  and  honor  in  dormi¬ 
tory  life.  This  program  is,  to  quote  from  the  honor 
code  of  conduct,  ''For  the  purpose  of  better  prepar¬ 
ing  ourselves  to  foster  the  ideals  and  principles  of 
the  great  democracy  in  which  we  live  by  putting 
them  into  practice  here";  because  there  are  always 
in  any  communiy  certain  sandards  of  behavior 
which  the  members  of  that  community  feel  will  best 
erpress  their  ideals  of  conduct.  So  at  GSCW,  certain 
rules  have  been  set  up  by  the  students,  and  each 
student  is  on  her  honor  to  answer  for  herself  and 
for  other  students  in  the  business  of  compliance 
with  these  standards." 

The  work  of  the  honor  board  is  for  us,  all  of  us; 
to  help  us  realize  the  beauty  and  ‘happiness  gained 
for  us  by  an  honorable  life;  to  make  us  aware  that 
until  the  mind  can  love,  and  admire,  and  trust,  and 
hope,  and  endure,  reasoned  principles  of  life,  of 
high  persona]  intergity  are  seeds  cast  upon  the 
highway  of  life,  which  we,  as  students  and  build¬ 
ers  of  the  future  world,  do  not  want  trample  into 
dust  as  unconscious  passersby,  for  they  would  bear 
the  harvest  of  our  happiness.

Prints  Colonnade  ! 

The  Milledgeville  Union-Re- 
corder,  which  has  always  taken 
a  great  interest  in  GSCW’s  school 
paper,  The  Colonnade,  is  edited 
by  Jere  N.  Moore.  The  Union- 
Recorder  is  Georgia’s  oldest 
weekly.  It  was  organized  in  1872 
by  the  consolidation  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Union  and  the  Southern  Re¬ 
corder,  but  the  Southern  Recor¬ 
der  was  established  in  1819  and 
the  Federal  Union  in  1829,  thus 
the  paper  dates  back  to  1819, 
making  it  127  years  old. 

The  Union-Recorder  has  b  en 
in  the  Moore  family  since  prior 
to  the  War  Between  the  States. 
The  late  Jere  N.  Moore,  the 
grandfather  of  the  present  Mr. 
Moore,  was  the  editor  for  sixty 
years.  The  la  e  R.  B.  Moore,  his 
son,  was  editor  from  1902  .until 
his  death  in  1942  when  his  son 
Jere  Moore  took  over  the  editor¬ 
ship. 

Jere  N.  Moore,  the  present  edi¬ 
tor  quit  his  post  only  for  a  short 
time  to  take  part  in  World  War 
II.  He  entered  the  service  as  a 
Captain  in  an  anti  aircraft  unit  of 
the  National  Guard  in  1940.  fie 
was  among  the  first  to  land  in 
the  Southwest  Pacific,  where  he 
spent  thirty  mon.hs.  During  this 
time  he  lose  to  the  rank  of  a 
Colonel.  Mrs.  Moore,  his  wile, 
carried  on  in  her  hi'sh-i nil's  place 
until  his  return  in  1945. 

The  Union-Recorder  has  had 
many  obstacles  on  the  way,  but 
they  overcame '  every  obstacle  in 
an  effort  to  make  regular  editions. 
They  even  hud  the  printing 
equipment  in  the  woods  when 
the  Yankees  marched  through. 
The  paper  lias  played  a  great 
part  in  Georgia’s  history.  “It  is 
with  pride,1’  said  Mr.  Moore,  “that 
I  am  associated  w.th  a  publica¬ 
tion  that  has  jplayod  such  an  im¬ 
portant  part  in  Georgia  h’sl-orv. 
When  3  ibi.nk  of  the  people’s 
proolerns  in  the  dark  days  after 
the  War  Between  the  S.ates,  I 
am  too  ashamed  to  complain  of 
the  litt  e  inconveniences  we  have 
today.’’ 

The  Union-Recorder  never  just 
stands  by  und  leis  the  yonm/er 
papers  get  ahead  but  is  always 
right  in  Lout  with  modern  jour¬ 
nalistic  trends.  I'  was  amo>g  the 
first  of  Georgia’s  weeklies  to 
carry  picluns,  and  it  now  car¬ 
ries  numerous  pictures  of  local 
people.  It  also  maintains  its  own 
photography..  department 
WMVG,  the  radio  station  in  lVi.il- 
Iedgeville,  which  was  started  last 
March,  is  an  affiliate  of  the  paper.
